HERNAN DIAZ placed all his cards on the table, 
when he grabbed three of the four goals in Argen- 
tina’s 2-2 draw with Saudi Arabia in Adelaide. 


Unfortunately for Diaz not 
all were aces, his last strike 
giving the Saudis a plum 
draw with the current world 
champions. 

The Bicentennial Gold 
Cup pipe-opener was a thrill- 
ing affair watched by just 
over 10,000 people. 

Diaz had given his country 
a 2-1 lead five minutes into 
the second half with a 
spectacular goal, and Argen- 
tina looked set for a first-up 
win in the series. 

But Diaz was in shame 15 
minutes later when he 
attempted to clear the ball in 
defence but mistimed his 
header. 

The ball caught the inside 
corner of the Saudi goal post 
and past Argentina’s keeper 
to level the scores in the 65th 
minute. 

The Saudi Arabians had 
played outstanding football 
in the first half against their 
renowned opponents. 

The Asian champions had 
lived up to their “mys- 
tery” tag, coming from be- 
hind to level 1-1 at halftime. 

Argentina hit the front in 
the 27th minute through 
Diaz, but the Saudis levelled 
four minutes before halftime 
with a powerful header from 
Majed Abdullah. 

The big match kick-off was 
delayed by seven minutes, 
but nobody complained be- 
cause the crowd was able to 
cheer the legendary Pele, 
who kicked two soccer balls 
into the crowd before meet- 
ing the match officials. 

Raucous applause greeted 
the Brazilian superstar as 
Pele ran to both sides of the 
stadium to power the balls to 
the lucky recipients. 

Although Argentine coach 
Dr Carlos Bilardo said be- 
fore the match he would not 
sell the Saudis short, he 
failed to send on his strongest 
line-up. 


Missing were usual first- 
choice players, Julio Olarti- 
coechea, Jose Cuciuffo and 
Nestor Clausen, all of whom 
were relegated to the substi- 
tutes bench. 

Crack midfielder Sergio 
Batista, who has been nur- 
sing a groin injury since arriv- 
ing in Australia, was rested. 

Underdog Saudi Arabia 
grew in confidence when it 
earned two half scoring 
chances in the first half, be- 
fore troubling the Argentine 
defence with a swift flowing 
move in the 20th minute. 

The white-shirted Saudis 
worked the ball with the 
speed of light, before Islas 
raced out of his goal to dis- 
possess Moheissen on the left 
flank. 


Saudi Saed Break had the 
dubious distinction of gaining 
the first booking of the series 
in the 26th minute, when he 
brought down Ricardo Giusti 
with a cynical foul. 

Argentina was a goal up a 
minute later as Fernando 
Lanzidei nodded forward to 
Diaz, who lashed a first-time 
drive past Deayea in the 
Saudi goal. 

Just as a Saudi caution pre- 
ceded the Argentine goal, so 
the first Argentine booking 
sparked a Saudi success. 

Ricardo Giusti was 
cautioned by WA referee 
Barry Harwood in the 4ist 
minute, for failing to retreat 
10 metres after a free kick 
was awarded. 

Abbduljawad floated the 
free kick into the goalmouth, 
where Majed Abdullah rose 
to flick a header from six 
metres and the Saudis were 
level with the world cham- 
pion.

WHAT happens when you put two of the 
world’s best teams on a greasy pitch in 
Melbourne?

The 0-0 final scoreline 
accurately reflected the 
few shots and the num- 
ber of corners — which 
could be counted on one 
hand (four to Argentina 
and only one to Brazil).

Campbell was kept on 
his toes, awarding six 
yellow cards to Argenti- 
nians Claudio Cabrera 
and Ricardo Giusti and 
Brazilians Ricardo, 
Ademir, Valdo and 
Milton. 

Brazil looked far 
more energetic in the 
second term with 
Romario only just fail- 
ing to convert a Muller 
cross when Argentine 
keeper Luis Islas dived 
bravely at his feet in the 
70th minute.

With two minutes left, 
midfielder Jorginho 
rifled a ball in from the 
left which Muller struck 
on the volley but his ex- 
plosive shot flew wide. 

The two Carloses, 
Argentine coach Bilardo 
and Brazilian boss Silva, 
were both directing their 
teams to work through 
the midfield, spurning 
the wings as a path to 
goal. 

“‘We would love to 
play with wingers,”’ 
Bilardo said after the 
game, “‘but teams have 
woken up to all the 
tricks. We build our 
attacks when the mid- 
fielders come forward.” 

Both coaches 
appeared mellow and 
philosophical about the 
game’s non-result. 

Brazil’s Silva, said his 
team played better than 
they had against Austra- 
lia last Thursday night; 
blamed the pitch for the 
low level of skills dis- 
played, and denied that 
Brazil was content to 
play for a draw.

Egan hits back

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Halford lifts Gold Coast chances

GOLD Coast’s hopes of reaching their first 
ever Ampo!l Cup final have skyrocketed 
following the addition of New Zealand in- 
ternational Paul Halford to the Gamblers’ 


ranks. 


Coast coach Jim Selby 
wasted no time in 
adding Halford to his 
team after the skilful 
midfielder signed with 
Southport prior to the 
transfer deadline. 

Halford, who moved 
to the Gold Coast for 
work reasons, walked 
out of Brisbane Lions 
two months ago after a 
selection dispute with 
then-coach Juan Cutil- 
las. The 24-year-old 
Englishman ‘‘disap- 
peared’’ until the 
announcement of his 
signing with the South- 
port Warriors. 

Despite the step down 
from Olympic qualifying 
football against the Soc- 
ceroos earlier this year 
to the Gold Coast com- 
petition, Halford said he 
was happy. 

“I enjoy Soccer no 
matter what standard I 
am playing. When I left 
Lions I was approached 
by a few Brisbane 
XXXX League clubs, 
but I didn’t think the 
standard was much 


better than the Gold 
Coast,’”’ Halford said. 
‘‘And if I joined a 
XXXX club I'd still have 
to do all the travelling. 
Halford scored a hat- 
trick in his debut for the 
Warriors, who scored a 
15-0 win over Murwil- 
lumbah Reserves in the 
Gold Coast’s FA Cup. 
Halford is the second 
Lions NSL player to 
come into the Gamblers 
side for their Ampol 
Cup campaign. Scots- 
man Peter Dwyer re- 
turned to the Gold 
Coast after he was de- 
registered by Lions, who 
needed a visa spot. He 
played for the Gamb- 
lers, and scored in the 
quarter-final win over 
Toowoomba. 


This weekend at Perry 
Park, Gold Coast plays 
the well-performed 
North Queensland in 
the first of a Cup semi- 
final doubleheader. 

The QSF was forced 
into scheduling the 
matches at Ipm and 3pm 


on Saturday so as to 
avoid a clash with the 
live telecast of the Gold 
Cup final, and because 
Expo bookings made it 
impossible to get over- 
night accommodation 
for the North Queens- 
landers. 

North Queensland 
have already downed 
XXXX League sides 
Taringa Rovers and 
Brisbane City but now 
face a massive task to 
force their way into the 
cup final. 


It will be the 
Townsville-based side’s 
first cup-tie away from 
home and they will have 
to travel on the same 
day as the match. 

But with captain Mick 
Tonner, also a former 
Lions player, playing 
sensationally in the 
team’s midfield, an up- 
set is not out of the 
question.

City’s angry denial 


BRISBANE City officials have reacted angrily to an item in last 
week’s ASW chit chat which was totally incorrect. 


The item alleged Bris- 
bane City, who are hop- 
ing to win their way 
back into the National 
League next season, are 
out of favour with the 
NSL becuase they still 
owe $20,000 from their 
previous stint in the 
competition. 

“This is a totally mis- 
informed and incorrect 
statement,’’ said Bris- 
bane City secretary John 
Ponturo. “Brisbane City 
did have an outstanding 
debt to the National 
League but this was set- 
tled a long time ago, 
after a meeting with for- 
mer executive director 
Stefan Kamasz and 
chaired by QSF presi- 
dent Ian Brusasco. 

“The account was set- 
tled then and there fo 
the amicable satisfaction 
of both parties.” 

Ponturo said Brisbane 
City, after a rocky finan- 
cial period after building 
their multi-million dol- 
lar grandstand, was now 
back on a stable footing. 

“There is no denying 
that we went through 
hard times. But we now 
have a clubhouse, a 
grandstand that is 
among the best at a club 
football ground in Aus- 
tralia, and are now re- 


building a team for a 
strong future NSL chal- 
lenge,” Ponturo said. 


“We have formulated 
a plan which we believe 
will finance our return 
to the National League. 
We will be going in with 
a clean slate, which is 
more than what can be 
said of some clubs now 
in the league.” 

To regain NSL status 
Brisbane City must win 
the XXXX League pre- 
miership and then the 
NSL promotion play- 
offs against the Victo- 
rian and South Austra- 
lian champions. 

For much of the first 
round, the first stage of 
that task appeared a 
formality. City held a 
comfortable lead over 
main rivals North Star 
and looked to be cruis- 
ing to the premiership. 

But North Star had 
games in hand, all of 
which they won. Those 
results, combined with 
City having matches 
postponed because of 
wet weather and their 
large representation in 
the Queensland team, 
saw the tables reverse. 

North Star took the 
lead and City found 
themselves behind with 
games in hand. A draw 


with last-placed Ipswich 
United last week put the 
pressure right on City to 
win their unplayed 
matches. 

But coach Matt Car- 
son is confident his team 
will be out in front at the 
end of the season. 


“‘There is always 
pressure at the top and 
we have to learn to live 
with it. We have got a 
strong squad and we’re 
stepping things up now. 
Any player who doesn’t 
perform will be out. 
There are plenty of play- 
ers waiting to take 
jerseys,” Carson said. 


The pressure of chas- 
ing the championship 
bubbled over at halftime 
of the Ipswich United 
match when Carson and 
goalkeeper Wayne 
Evans exchanged words. 
Carson reacted by sub- 
stituting the Queensland 
keeper with club No.2

Reserve. 

On paper both appear 
to have strong sides cap- 
able of being up there 
with the best.

George Petrov — Personality

GEORGE Petrov is hardly a household 
name, even within the insular confines of 


the NSL. 


But ask a Preston 
Makedonia fan and 
there’s every chance 
he’ll tell you that Petrov 
is one of the first 
selected when the first 
team is picked at Con- 
nor Reserve these days. 

There’s nothing flashy 
about the 23-year-old 
self-admitted “work- 
horse” of the Makedo- 
nia midfield, but to my 
mind he’s one of the 
most improved young 
players in the game. 

Petrov is tireless, dis- 
ciplined and energetic 
and he seems to fairly 
bristle with enthusiasm 
when he takes to the 
field each weekend. 

But it is for none of 
those reasons that I 
talked to George for 
ASW recently. 

Rather it was through 
the prompting of two 
female companions who 
saw young George play 
for the first time recent- 
ly in the Makedonia 
colours. 

Although both young 
ladies aren’t quite so 
well versed in the finer 
points of the round-ball 
code, they do know how 
to judge any male of the 
species. 

It was after the first 
trip to see a Makedonia 
game that they christ- 
ened George “a 
spunk”, whatever that 
means. 

Armed with those 
words of female wis- 
dom, I approached 
George and asked him 


how it felt to be the new 
“spunk” of Connor 
Reserve. 

“Unbelievable — did 
they really say that”, 
Petrov said choking 
back the laughter. 

“Are you winding 
me up? 

“Look, just don’t 
mention it in the paper 
because I'll never live it 
down around the club.” 

No problem, I assured 
him — I won't mention 
a word of it . . . not me. 

Quite seriously 
though, Petrov is one of 
the most reliable players 
around even if he isn’t 
noticed all that much. 

Like a younger ver- 
sion of Kenny Murphy, 
both in stature and abil- 
ity, Petrov has gone vir- 
tually unnoticed in some 
three years of NSL foot- 
ball. 

Not that he cares all 
that much, 

“I’m not really in- 
terested in getting write- 
ups in the press,” he 
says. 

“Sometimes it’s a bit 
frustrating I suppose — 
especially when you see 
some players getting 
wrapped, when you 
think they don’t deserve 
it. 

“Like most players I 
want to get into the Aus- 
tralian team so it is nice 
to get some recognition 
now and then, but all 
I’m really concerned ab- 
out is plodding along 
and staying clear of in- 
juries.”

And injuries are 
something Petrov knows 
all about first hand. 

In his first tentative 
NSL years he suffered a 
broken foot (twice), knee 
injuries and he ended up 
having a kidney opera- 
tion after a training 
mishap. 

“I was never out for 
a week or two — it al- 
ways ended up being a 
month or two instead,” 
he recalled. 

“It was particularly 
frustrating when I was 
trying to establish my- 
self in the team.”

Te is a strong feeling abroad that 
format has fallen flat, and is due for 


replacement. 

Increased support — the reason given for 
reintroduction of 14 teams in place of two divisions 
— has not materialised. 


Too many clubs are in completely unnecessary 
financial strife, faced with costs that exceed their 
incomes. 

On the last occasion that the NSL got in strife, they 
clambered out of it with the help of extra clubs from 
the formation of two divisions. 

To survive the league needs to retain substantial 
sponsorship, and broaden its base to two 10-team 
divisions. 

The other main alternative is to revert to state 
control, preferably with one 10-team competition 
based on NSW and the other on Victoria. 

As with the VFL and NSW Rugby League prece- 
dents, one team each from centres such as Brisbane 
and Adelaide could be admitted, one to NSW and one 
to Victoria. 

This would lead to the elimination of indefensible 
costs, which come along with insufficient gate re- 
ceipts and sponsorships. 

There is a market for Soccer relatively early in the 
year, but the proposed start in 1989 on January 8 has 
a ring of futility. 

With family holidays in full swing and the prospect 
of sweltering temperatures, starting at that time of 
the year has an Alice In Wonderland ring. 

A submission recently made by Wollongong City 
club has a deal of commonsense to it. 

The club lists a recommended membership as well 
as a sensible seasonal format. 

Giving due weight to the present and future of the 
game, they list two major interstate games, presum- 
ably NSW and Victoria. 

These would be played in Sydney and Melbourne 
on Anzac Day and the Queen’s Birthday. 

Extension would take place to Queensland and 
South Australia. A State of Origin arrangement is 


It is high time that the states of Australia got their 
act together, instead of looking overseas all the time. 

Each division would conduct its own semi-final to 
grand final semis - a vital element of success in 
Australia. 

There is also the suggestion of a National Cup. 

The NSL’s Cup has fallen flat on its face, after they 
dumped the State teams. 

Formerly in NSW the State Cup drew in clubs like 
Weston, Melita, Blacktown, Newcastle, etc, and 
brought excellent early season night game fare. 

Victoria retained its pre-season presence and has 
drawn well at finals. 

The suggestions raised by Wollongong provide 
food for thought in a bid to turn around a declining 
market.

@ Bologna, Lecce, Lazio and Atalanta Bergano have 
won promotion into next season’s expanded (from 16 
to 18 clubs) Italian Serie A, with the unlucky club to 
miss out being Catanzaro from Calabria. They went 
through the final seven rounds undefeated, winning 
five but still missed promotion by just a point. Empo- 
li and Avellino moved in the opposite direction. 
@ Gomik Zabrze have won the Polish League title 
for a fourth consecutive season and must be favored 
to emulate the Gornik side which won five in a row 
between 1963 and 1967. 
@ Concerned about falling standards, the Polish 
federation has decided to reduce the number of 
teams in their first division from 16 to 14, commen- 
cing with the 1989-90 season. 
@ Former New Zealand international Shane Rufer 
(brother of the better known Wynton) has moved 
from recently relegated FC Zurich to Bellinzona and 
will remain in the Swiss First Division. 
@ There were incredible scenes at the recent Ruma- 
nian Cup Final after referee Jan Petrewsku disal- 
lowed what appeared to be a legitimate goal by 
Steaua Bucharest late in the game. 

So incensed were the Steaua players that they 
walked off and opponents Dynamo Bucharest took 
possession of the trophy, which stood at the edge of 
the pitch. 

Two days later, the Rumanian federation 
awarded the match to Steaua, who thus completed a 
domestic league — cup ‘double’. Petrewsku and his 
linesmen have been suspended for twelve months. 

@ Polish coach Jacek Gmoch; dismissed a couple of 
months ago immediately after guiding Larissa to a 
Greek League triumph, has signed a three year 
contract with Olympiakos Piraeus which is believed 
to be worth $800,000. 

@ Danish international striker Claus Nielsen has 
moved from Brondby to Panathinaikos. The trans- 
fer fee is reputed to be $800,000. 

@ Austrian second division club Vorwaerts Steyr 
report that their average attendance has swelled 
from 2,000 to 7,000 since former European Foot- 
baller of the Year Oleg Blokhin joined them from 
Dynamo Kiev earlier this year. 

@ Scottish big spenders Glasgow Rangers have 
signed well-performed English striker Kevin Drink- 
ell from Norwich City for $1,000,000. 

@ FIFA have imposed one of the severest bans in 
their history — two years from all international 
competitions — on Mexico for fielding four over-age 
players during the Central American Qualifying 
Tournament of the Coca Cola Cup last April. 

The ban means that Mexico will contest neither the 
Olympic finals or qualifying rounds of the 1990 
World Cup. 

@ Dunedin has been nominated as the venue for the 
Shaky Isles leg of this year’s Winfield Cup by the 
New Zealand Football Association. 

@ Incredible news coming out of Italy. Following the 
Azzurri’s third place in the European Nations 
Championship all the rage is the transfer market. 
INTER MILAN set the scene by sensationally dum- 
“ping Algerian star RABAH MADJER from their 
squad. 

Madjer fronted along with the West German duo 
ANDREAS BREHME and LOTHAR MATTHAUS 
for the compulsory medical.
